has fakep place catnc to an end in London 
about a fortnight «go. Wllliatn Alexander, 
tweiflh Puke of Haiullloti, the first nobleman 
In Scotland, due d« ChatelherauH In France, 
head of the historic house of Douglas; and ds 
scended in the feuiale Hue from that of Uanv 
illon, a distant cousin of the queen, »nd con- 
nected *ith some of tlie royal faaiiHei of the 
continent, has sold almost.*!! of tho pictures, 
statuary, historic furniture and oilier work ol 
ait which iits uoblt; ancestors had collected IB 
Hamilton Talaof, as well as tlie renowued 
library owned by his grandmother's father, 
the celebrated William Beckford, author ol 
"Vathek." The present duke, wjio Inlierited 
great wealth as well as great titles, has squan- 
dered U so fast that, although only thirty-sev- 
en years old, he has come to these strait*, and 
connoisseurs from all parts of the world hare 
gathered iu.&ient numbers to seize a share of 
the spoil.
